boat Dauntless, Gaananmo Bay, Tuesday. 
June 14.—The landing of the smafl de- 
tachment of Marines, mostly raw men, in 
the enemy's country has taught many 
lessons to the officers and men here, and 
possibly to the authorities at Washing- 
ton. It has shown the Spaniards to be 
daring bush-fighters and has proved that 
every camp «f the Americans must be 
compactly built, as well as protected to 
resist night attacks, as though in an 
Apache country. 


It is shown that 500 nervous troops can 


waste 10,0000 rounds of ammunition kill- 
ing shadows in a single night, and not 
think even then that tbsy had done much 
shooting. The Spaniards are up to all 
sorts of tricks. 
They strip to a pair of 


dirt-colored trousers, tie branches around 
their waist, shoulder high, so that they 
are hard to detect even in open ground. 
Others make a moving screen of palm 
leaves which it is almost impossible to 
detect among the stunted palm. 
The 


Cuban auxiliaries have proven the moat 
useful in pointing out tricks. 


Destructive Bombardment 


Camp McCalla, Guantanamo Bay, Wed- 


nesday, Jane 16.—The brick fort and 
earthworks at Caimanera at the end ot 
the railroad leading to the city of Guan- 
tanamo were demolished today by the 
bombardment of the Texas, Marblehead 
and Suwanee, which lasted an hour and a 
half. 


Insurgent Victory Confirmed. 


Madrid, June 16.—Advices from Manila 


dated today confirm the reports that the 
insurgents foretd a passage up the Sea- 
port Elver, on June 3 and captured Las 
Finns and Paranaki, since which time 
fighting between the 
insurgents and 


Spaniards has been continuous. The lat- 
ter being gradually driven in. It la not 
expected that Manila will capitulate un- 
til the American troops 'arrive. 


Anxiety In 


London, June 16.—Germany's attitude 


at Manila is regarded as the most inter- 
esting phase of the war for the moment. 
The Germans are credited with a desire 
to find work for their navy, and another 
success like that at Kiao-Chou would 
reconcile the nation to the expenditure 
required to provide more 
warships. 


Therefore, despite official repudiations, 
the matter is regarded with some anx- 
iety. It is certain, however,, that Ger- 
many would have to count upon the op- 
position of England and perhaps of 
Japan. 


The Daily Mail says editorially: "We 


do not quite believe the rumors of pro- 
posed seizures by Germany in the Philip- 
pines and for one very good reason. 
England would have to be reckoned 
with. John Bull will back up Brother 
Jonathan if any attempt is made to de- 
fraud him of his rights."

Destroys Emplacements. 


Kingston, Jam., June 16.—The New 


Orleans, having been ordered by Rear 
Admiral Sampson to destroy the new 
emplacements half a mile east of Morro 
castle, on. which a, large number of Span- 
iards had been working, took up a po- 
sition Tuesday morning about 800 yards 
from shore and 2000 yards from the Mor- 
ro battery. 
She opened upon the em- 


placements with her rapid fire guns. 
Red clouds of sand arose on the hilltop 
from where the emplacements were 
building. 
Following the 15th shot the 


Morro batteries replied with one shell 
that fell near the stern of th"e New York.

Morro batteries sent 10 shells after her, 
but without damage.

Kingston. June 16.—The United States 


marines madet^ljeir first 
aggressive 


movement agams-c the Spanish guerillas 
Tuesday, and completely routed them. 
The marines were under Captain Elliott, 
while the co-operating Cubans were un- 
der Colonel Laborda. 
The combined 


forces razed a Spanish camp about five 
miles from the American position, de- 
stroying the only « all in the vicinity an3 
killing 40 Spaniards. One American ma- 
rihe was slightly v.-oanded. 
Two Cu- 


bans were killed and four wounded. 


It is impossible to estimate the num- 


ber of Spaniards engaged, owing to their 
guerilla methods of fitchting, but it is 
believed that there were at least 400. 
The 


marines 
behaved 
splendidly; 
their 


marksmanship being splendid even un- 
der the severe fire of the enemy. 


There was no renewal of the attack on 


the marines Monday night. They slept 
in the trenches with their rifles beside 
them, protected by a heavy picket line of 
insurgents and marines, under the com- 
mand of Lieutenants Lenore and Smith. 
They had strict orders not to fire unless 
commanded to do so. There were sev- 
eral alarms, but no firing during the 
night. In consequence, the men awoke 
much refreshed after four days and 
nights of continuous work and fighting. 
It was supposed the enemy had retired 
to the windmill in the night, on the south 
•oast, the only remaining source of water 
supply. 


At 8 o'clock Tuesday 
morning: the 


•nemy made an unexpected, sharp at- 
tack upon the American rear and left 
flank. When the pickets reported for re- 
lief the guerillas crept along behind 
them and got within 100 yards, when the 
accidental discharge of a rifle in the 
trenches led them to believe they were 
discovered, and they opened fire with a 
volley which whistled harmlessly over- 
head. They shot too high as usual, and 
the marines scrambled from their steam- 
ing coffee and hardtack back to th« 
trenches and met the guerillas with * 
ragged, but well directed rifle flre. In 
addition, five field pieces, mounted at 
angles in the trenches, and the machine 
guns poured a hall of bullets'into the 
chapparel, scattering the main body of 
tha Spaniards in all directions. Sheila 
were dropped into their midst as they 
ran. A few of the enemy stood their 
ground desperately on the left flank, and 
the crack of the Mauser rifles and th« 
ptnge of their bullets were heard rather 
than seen for an hour, as the smokelest 
powder used by the Spaniards niad» 
their location in the dense underbrush 
almost Impossible. 


The Cubans were with difficulty forced 


out of the skirmish line, and some of 
them refused to be driven even when 
struck by their officers with the flat of 
their machetes. They tried to work out 
their knowledge of the methods of the 
Spanish guerillas In warfare. Our men 
are at a great disadvantage with tha 
guerillas, who are past masters of this 
peculiar plan of campaign, of savage 
rather than civilized warfare. The men 
slink through the tropical undergrowth 
as noiselessly as shadows, some with 
their naked bodies concealed with palm 
leavet so that they are neither seen nor 
heard 
Our men are not familiar with 


these tactics and awkwardly crash 
through the bush. Captain Rlllott iay» 
the enemy could not stand a minute In 
the open, but he adds that they are dan- 
gerous antagonists at this sort of work. 
The marines, however, are seasoning 
rapidly.

Fay was one of the old hotel 


waiters. ot-Bostpn. 
In tRe course of his 


long life—he wa's'abottt SO years old when 
he died, and until about 72 years old had 
been actively employed—he had amassed 
the fortune which his friend was carry- 
ing. 
He i\as a bachelor, had no rel- 


atives and v as a lonely man sa\e for the 
friend to whom he confided the care of 
his books. 
This crony proved to be 


entirely honest, and he desired to turn 
the books over to the person qualified 
to receive them. 
By the advice of Kei- 


ley, Fay made a will giving all the 
property to charity. 
Kelley wished to 


ascertain who would carry out the pro- 
visions of the will. 
Acting upon the 


advice received, the man delivered the 
books to Judge Fallen of South Boston, 
who will act as the executor. 


Insurance Company aiust Pay. 


Boston, June 16.—A verdict of $26,279 


for the plaintiff was returned in the 
United States circuit court in the case 
of Su^an E. Hadley vs the Provident 
Savings Life Assurance society of New 
York. 
The action was brought to re- 


cover $25,000 upon insurance policies is- 
sued by the defendant in January, 1897, 
upon the life of Frank H. Hadley, former 
treasurer of the Bennett and Columbia 
m:!ls of >?sw Bedford, who died in March 
of that year, and payable to the plaintiff, 
who is his widow. 
The defendant al- 


leged misrepresentation on the part of 
Hadley in his application, which had 
been signed in New York", with respect 
to his use of intoxicating liquors and 
his engagement in that line of business. 
The plaintiff, while denying the facts, 
claimed that the insurance was a Massa- 
chusetts contract, and that the law of 
this state should govern the case. 
The 


court ruled that the rase was to be gov- 
erned by the laws of this state, and gave 
the jury instructions along the line of 
such law. 
The jury was out several 


hours before agreeing upon the verdict. 


Bay State Legislature. 


Boston, June 16.—The committee on 


agriculture reported a bill to abolish 
the cattle commission and to provide 
for one cattle commissioner and a deputy 
commissioner. 
The bill prohibits the 


use of tuberculin in testing cattle for 
tuberculosis, and also prohibits cities 
and towns from forbidding the sale of 
milk from cows not tested. 


The ways and means committee re- 


ported ought to pass on the bill to fix 
the salaries of the harbor and land com- 
missioners at $3500 for the chairman, and 
$3000 for the other two members. 


The house concurred with the senate 


amendments to the bill to provide for 
state pay for soldiers and sailors in the 
volunteer service of the United States 
and for aid to their families.

reported in THE TBANBCHIPT abandoned 
the route which he had contracted to 
take care of for a term of years, did not 
notify Postmaster Eldridzo of his final 
decision to give it up till about 10 o'clock 
Sunday night. 
Mr. Eldridge was thus 


obliged on very inert notice to provide for 
the carrying of the mail. He hired P. H. 
Daniels to do it Monday and then en- 
gaged H. C. Savage of the Idlewild to 
take charge of the route for the present 
and nniil the muddle occasioned by the 
sudden withdraw*! of ifr. Metoalf can 
be overcome. 
Mr. Savage makes the

twice a day between here and South 
Willicmstown. The contract ,'alio calls 
for two mails daily between Lanesboro and 
Pittofield daring the summer months and 
Postmaster Eldridge went to Pittsfield 
today to arrange for the extra service at 
that end of the route. It is expeotad that 
Contractor Call of Iowa, who takes the 
contract from the government and scb - 
lets it, will soon com* on to straighten 
out the tangle. Mr. Metcalf was under 
bonds to fulfill the contract he took, his 
sureties being his wife and John Lamb, 
and it is to be expected that Contractor 
Call will endeavor to recover on the bond 
for all the loss occasioned by Mr. Met- 
calfs failure to cany out his contract. 
The reason for tbe abandonment of the 
route is that it did not pay at the price at 
which it was taken.

Tbe report of Treasurer C. B. Oole of 


Williams college for the year ending May 
31,1893, shows that the receipts were 
$95,409, while the expenditures 
were 


$101,011. The donations and legacies re- 
ceived during the year amounted to 
t}2 7,144.91. Ths increase proper, includ- 
ing donations towards 
expenses 
and 


• vlaries, is exceeded by $5,600, and with 
these donations left out the deficiency 
would be about (15,600. During the year 
nearly $213,000 was invested in personal 
property and $6,293 ic real estate. The 
report gives in detail all receipts, ex- 
penditures and investments, the assets 
mid liabilities of tbe college, a list of its 
i e il estate in values as returned to the 
assessors, the equipment in values as in- 
sured and much other information of in- 
terest and value to all alumni and friends 
of the college. Heretofore the treasurer's 
report has been submitted to the trustees 
only, but this year it will be sent out with 
the president'* report to the alumni.

SUMMER GOWNS. 


Stiffness and Rigidity Banished In Favor 


oi Clinging Styles. 


Horizontal stripes of all widths are much 


worn this season. They are woven cross- 
wise in many cases, while in many others 
goods with lengthwise stripes are made up 
crosswise. The arrangement of horizontal 
stripes on a skirt, when they are of a pro- 
nounced character, if by no means an easy 
task, since tbe lines are apt to join awk- 
wardly at the seams. When the skirt can- 
not be cut all in one piece, it is a good 
plan to have only three breadths, a front 
breadth and two wide ones, which are cut 
slightly bias where they join the front and 
are sufficiently large and curved to form 
the sides and back of the skirt. Another 
way of doing is to have a number of 
breadths, each breadth bias on both edges, 
the stripes matching so aa to form points 
at the seams. 


Godets are still sometimes mentioned by 


fashion writers, but the thing itself, the 
stiff, organ pipe godet, is entirely gone 
out and is not seen at all. 
Every bit of 


rigidity has been banished from skirt and 
eleeves, and not an inch of haircloth is to

Finger Marks on the Throat, and 


Cheekbone Broken, 


Sons of the Victim Heard No 


Disturbance. 


Preparation For Burial Stopped by the Medi- 


cal Examiner. 


Lynn, June 16.—Julia C. Brown, a 


Widow, 71 years old. was found murdered 
In her bed at her home, 80 Ashland 
Street, Wednesday. 
In many respects 


the crime committed was of an exceed- 
ingly revolting character, and the most 
cruel ever committed in the city. 


The woman's two sons are lochted up 


at the police station on suspicion, await- 
ing a thorough investigation of the case. 
City Marshal Burckes and thfr inspectors 
feel that they may certainly throw some 
light on the murder of the woman. Thua 
far the efforts of the police to obtain 
some evidence looking toward the arrest 
Btroying the only well in the vicinity and 
naught, but a rigid investigation is be- 
ing made, and it is the belief of the offi- 
cers that the person responsible for the 
death of the aged and respected woman 
will soon be captured. 


Homo Circle's Council.

Patriotism In Germany. 


In Germany they teach patriotism in 


the popular schools; in England we do 
not—at any rate not officially. In Ger- 
many the kaiser's birthday, the anni- 
versary of Sedan and other national 
landmarks are celebrated in the national 
schools. They have feasts and music 
and excursions, but the children have 
kept clearly before their eyes the reason 
for their rejoicings. Indeed, the law im- 
presses upon parents and children that 
all voluntary absence from these school 
feasts is an offense. There were parents 
who kept their children back, especially 
from the Sedan commemoration, and 
this on conscientious grounds. But now 
no longer, "for," says the magistrate, 
"any unexcnsed absence from patriotic 
festivals established by the school shall 
be considered as voluntary nonattend- 
ance, and inspectors, teachers and the 
authorities concerned are hereby in- 
structed to this effect." 


Patriotism a la pedagogue perhaps, 


but patriotism none the less, and the 
children of a great empire might per- 
haps do well to take a leaf out of a book 
made in Germany. Let us imagine the 
astonishment of the English child if he 
were told that he was to have a holiday 
and a fete for the sake of some great 
event in our own history. But Germany 
has these patriotic school ieasis and 
France the emblem of the republic in 
every schoolroom because they actually 
imagine the patriot is made as well aa 
born.—Pall Mall Gazette.

Augustin y Davilo, the governor gener- 
al of the Philippine islands, whose pal- 
ace is at Cavite, bad, with the other 
residents of that town, a much more 
disagreeable experience of the effect of 
American shot and shell. 


The governor general, a very ener- 


getic and capable man, has been active- 
ly engaged since the fight in marshal- 
ing his available forces in anticipation 
of an attempt by the Americans to oc- 
cupy Manilla. In his efforts at defense 
he has been heartily aided by thousands 
of soldiers and by Spanish residents of 
the city, but with the exception of a 
number of European merchants and oth- 
ers engaged in business the majority of 
the rest are lukewarm or hostile io his 
efforts. 


"While the naval fight was in prog- 


ress I saw an amusing instance of the 
insular ignorance of some of the native 
minor officeholders-in Manilla. 
One of 


these told me, with great naivete, that 
he had never heard of the Americans 
until their fleet; entered the harbor. 
Such gross ignorance was inexcusable 
even in Manilla. 


The presence of the American fleet in 


the harbor does not appear to have 
affected the pleasure loving, indolent 
inhabitants of the city to any apprecia- 
bl« extent They know (if they think of 
the subject at all) that any rule, how- 
ever bad, cannot be worse than that to 
which they have been subjected, and as 
affairs cannot possibly be worse they 
feel that any change must be for the 
better. The prado is just as crowded as 
ever, and on the fashionable prome- 
nades, the Luneta and San Miguel, one 
can see the best and even the worst so- 
cial side of the city. The composite 
character of the population makes the 
throngs that congregate there extremely 
picturesque. Ladies dressed ia the latest 
Paris fashions and gayly uniformed 
Spanish officers are there; bocals (na- 
tives) pass along barefooted and scantily 
dressed; priests, shopkeepers, mendi- 
cants, the social aristocracy and the 
raggedest pariahs in the world are all 
there and form a kaleidoscopic picture 
that defies description. 


Manilla is a cosmopolitan city, and 


foreigners form the majority of the 
population. The Spanish, excluding the 
military, number about 5,000. There 
are 60,000 Chinese, about an equal num- 
ber of pure Malays, and the rest of the 
population is principally made up of 
mestizos. These latter are the offspring 
of Malay mothers and fathers of other 
nationalities, chiefly Chinese. As a class 
the mestizos are regarded as superior to 
the natives, and many of them aio 
shopkeepers. 


Though the mestizos have taken an 


active part in most of the insurrec- 
tions that have disturbed the island 
during many years past they are quiet 
now, 
at least in Manilla, where the 


Spanish arm can reach them too read- 
ily. The Spaniards when they have the 
power, as they have in this city, use it 
unsparingly and without mercy aud 
•jive the disaffected bloody object les- 
sons which they are not apt to fovget. 
Inside the city, until Commodore Dow- 
ey's arrival, the people appeared to be 
reconciled to their deplorable condition 
of servitude, but since then they show 
unmistakably how gladly they would 
welcome any change that would free 
them from the exactions of their ra- 
pacious, cruel rulers. In those portions 
of the islands removed beyond the im- 
mediate range of the Spanish garrisons 
insurrection is rife, and doubtless in 
tho event of the American government 
determining upon the conquest of the 
islands the natives will render valuable 
aid to the invading army.

Feints on Keeping1 Meat. 


A scientist gives a bit of information 


for housekeeping that may be found 
useful. He says meats ought never to 
be wrapped in paper, even while com- 
ing from the butcher's, much less should 
they be left in paper overnight or when 
put away in the icebox. A large sized 
sheet of paper will absorb half of the 
juioe of a good steak if it has the oppor- 
tunity, and thus destroy the most deli- 
cate and relishable portion of it. One 
housekeeper has a covered china dish 
that she sends to the market, and in 
this meats are placed. When she re- 
quires a large amount, she often sends 
the porcelain lined preserving kettla 
with a rack in the bottom and a piece 
of ice underneath. Of course this is nob 
necessary in very cold weather, but dur- 
ing fall and spring people do not realize 
that meats deteriorate very rapidly upon 
exposure to the air. The temperature is 
BO much cooler for them that they for- 
get that chemical changes take placa 
qnickly even in moderately cool weath- 
er. A market basket filled with an agata 
tray or basin is excellent for meats. An 
ordinary cover may be -used, and in 
this way the steaks and joints wilt 
come to the table in a much better stata 
than if they had been allowed to giva 
up their substance to a bit of manilla. 
—Philadelphia Press.

The Original SiSmese Twlni. 


The sluepy village of Biddenden, not 


far from Tonterden, celebrates yearly 
tho memory of the t\vo ruaids of that 
ancient hamlet who were the original 
precursors of the Siamese twins. In life 
they were joined together by a mysteri- 
ous cord of flesh, and they died on the 
same day, leaving their property to be 
distributed among the poor of the par- 
ish and among all who care to apply 
for a dole of bread and cheese on Easter 
day. 
This benefaction has been in exist- 


ence for six or seven centuries, and at 
present its value is about S200 a year. 


Formerly the doles consisted of bread 


and cheese and ale, but the latter pro- 
duced so much hilarity in the village 
that it w.is abolished, and the charity is 
now limited to the two first mentioned 
nutritive articles. The bread is made 
up in the form of cakes, bearing a rude 
representation of the twin maids of 
Eiddenden, and are generally preserved 
as curiosities by the recipients. They 
are baked very hard auA are admirably 
adapted to give work to dentists by 
breaking the molars of those who at- 
tempt to penetrate their mysteries. The 
poor of the parish as distinguished from 
necessitous strangers are supplied with 
ordinary quartern loaves and cheese.—

NEW YORK, June 16.—[Special.]—The 


authorities of Cornell university have just 
concluded arrangements with William 
Howe Tolman of tho Society For Improv- 
ing the Condition of tho Poor in this city 
by tho terms of which Mr. Tolman will 
nest year deliver buforo tb« Cornell stu- 
dents a series of lectures on a topic hereto- 
fore hardly touched upon at all in univer- 
sity training—viz, the .^ractioal side of 
municipal administratlo* 


In all there will be 12 of these lectures, 


and each will treat of a special branch of 
practical city government. Hera is the 
list: 


1. "The Greater New York.'1 
2. "Deportment of Street Cleaning." 
3. "Department of Police." 
4. "Department of Health." 
5. '' Department of Dookf.'' 
6. "Department of Parks." 
7. "Department of Charities." 
8. "Homes, Not Shelters, or Improved 


Housing." 


9. "PuWic Baths and Washhcrases." 
10. "Btwreatlon Plus Education." 
11. "The Institutional Church, or Ke- 


ligionat Work." 


12. "The Social Settlement." 
Mr. Toiman, as executive officer of his 


society has for years enjoyed exceptional 
facilities for studying the city government 
of New York and also the condition of the 
people who live under that government, 
and, as shown by tho above list, ho pur- 
poses going into details concerning tho life 
of the people and how it can and should be 
made more livable—to coin a word—by 
municipal authorities as well as the regu- 
lar work of the departments in charge of 
these authorities. 


Is Columbia Missluc an Opportunity? 
That the information he will give to tho 


Cornellians who include his lectures in 
their course will be enlightening goes 
without saying almost, and there is no 
doubt whatever that he has expended a 
great deal of time and labor in preparing 
himself. It is a pity, however, that the 
lectures are not to be delivered at Colum- 
bia university instead of Cornell, since 
Columbia is so located that the students 
could visit the city departments described 
and study the actual workings of the city 
departments and conditions taken cogni- 
zance of among the people with a minimum 
amount of trouble and waste of time. 


Columbia's opportunities in the way of 


teaching practical economics, sociology 
and kindred topics are literally unrivaled 
by those of any institution of the higher 
mental training in the entire world, since 
she has at her very doors, so to speak, the 
most tremendous human laboratory in ex- 
istence. New York city, with its won- 
drous combination of peoples of all races, 
its contrasts of wealth and poverty, its 
stupendous commercial activity and its al- 
most limitless expenditure of energy in 
every braniJb of human endeavor, has no 
rival as a field for the intelligent student 
of human nature, of cause and effect in 
mundane affairs, of the change of typo 
produced by varying environments and in 
fact, all the larger problems that are now- 
adays receiving so great a share of the 
thinker's and scholar's attention. 


That President Low and his able faculty 


should overlook the unequaled opportuni- 
ties to make Columbia the foremost uni- 
versity as regards all these things; that 
they should prefer academic study of the 
important problems indicated to their in- 
vestigation at first hssil can fcs explained 
on no other ground than that they have 
not yet fully grasped the situation; that 
they do not understand what they are 
missing. 


Blr. Tolman'* Preparations. 


But to return to Mr. Tolman and his 


preparations for tho important series of 
lectures he is to deliver at Cornell. 


He has properly made a special study of 


New York's municipal departments in 
making ready for the first seven lectures. 
The first, on "The Greater New York," 
will be a rapid but none the less profound 
summary of what the great congeries of 
towns at the mouth of the Hudson really 
is. In the second lecture much account 
will be taken of Colonel Waring's methods 
in keeping the streets and alleys and ave- 
nues here really freo from dirt. In the 
third the peace keeping machinery of this 
city potentially, and as a rule actually, the 
best in the world, Will be exploited to a 
much greater extent than that of any other 
of the world's great cities. But tho fifth 
lecture, in which docks are to be taken np, 


, will ieal extensively wi,th the docks of 
Liverpool and other important ports where 
docks are better constructed than they ara 
here, and so on through the entire series. 


As to the thoroughness of the lectures I 


am not so competent to speak as I would 
be were I familiar with the subject matter 
thereof, but it is well within bounds to 
say that the series of photographs to illus- 
trate the lecture on the police department 
alone constitutes almost a liberal educa- 
tion on police matters, and a similar de- 
scription of the quality of the photographs 
illustrating the other lectures would not 
be amiss. 


Mr. Tolman. 


Mr. Tolman is still a young man and 


with all the enthusiasm of a young man, 
yet his enthusiasm is tempered by broad 
and deep culture and years of study, both 
academic and practical, I have never heard 
the name of his alma mater, but I under- 
stand that he took a severe postgraduate 
course at Johns Hopkins university, where 
his attainments won the highest respect. 


As manager of the Association For Im- 


proving the Condition of the Poor Mr. 
Tolman has been eminently practical, in- 
troducing many features into the work of 
tho organization that have wrought much 
benefit to all concerned. One of these, 
which has been eagerly taken advantage 
of by hundred* of persons out of employ- 
ment here, is the scheme providing for the 
cultivation of vacant lots. Its success and 
the changes it has brought about in the 
methods of dispensing charity here have 
so of ten bwn dwelt upon at length in print 
that they need not be spoken of at length 
in this place. 
Through his writings—for he Is a valued 


contributor to many thoughtful periodicals 
—and otherwise Mr. Tolman has become 
wnl! known In other countries than thfs 
As an exceptionally well informed student 
of practical life, and I am informed that a 
certain business man of high standing 
abroad is about to place his son in Mr. 
Tolman's charge for a term of years in 
order that the youth may have an oppor- 
tunity to study life as it exists here and 
practical economics generally under the 
most favorable conditions.

A battleship or cruiser in her beauti- 


ful white coat of paint, with touches of 
chrome about the masts, yards and 
edges of the woodwork, the brass plates 
and coverings polished till they gleam 
like gold in the sunshine, only the muz- 
zles of her guns protruding slightly, al- 
most coyly, from porthole or mounted 
en barbette, is "a thing of beauty" ei- 
ther swinging at her anchor chains or 
dashing ahead through the waters, 
which her propeller churns into loam at 
the stern. But in days of battle, when 
the white color has been changed to a 
dull lead that soon looks grimy and 
gives her the appearance of a soiled 
dove, with guns staring at length from 
wide open exits, the holiday attire strip- 
ped from her, she makes a forbidding 
and ominous picture. In time of actual 
engagement she seems to be nothing 
more than a metal hull that has been 
converted into a death dealing instru- 
ment to work havoc and destruction up- 
on those she regards as antagonists. 
The dove has been metamorphosed into 
a vulture. The genial crew are stern 
and relentless, apparently inspired with 
a murderous fury, as they fight this gi- 
gantic machine of war, to sweep away 
all that obstructs thet^ passage or view 
and even with seeming wanton cruelty 
to pounce upon a helpless adversary. 


The latter, however, is only the poet- 


der. 
The drum beats "to quarters." 


The boatswain's whistle has its mean- 
ing. Everything movable on the upper 
deck is placed within the confines of 
the bulwarks or housed in special des- 
ignated 
compartments.

mounts into the conning towef and with 
him the executive officer and the navi- 
gator and perhaps a seaman gunner.

sheltering cove or perhaps even from 
the open water projects an automobile 
torpedo, so set as to travel five or ten 
feet below the surface of the water, with 
sure aim toward the side of the big ar- 
mored cruiser. If it is not seen in time, 
another David has perhaps slain its Go- 
liath.

is no opportunity to re-enforce, and it 
would be taking desperate chances to 
mount to this top during the strain of 
battle, the crew there would be mate- 
rially weakened in efficiency, and this 
misadventure might delay success or> 
even actually turn the tide of battle.

physical tension is enormous. It little 
matters whether the sun is beating 
down with tropical heat or the cold 
winds of autumn are swirling about the 
waves. The cannonading, the burning 
of gunpowder, the rapid jumping, lift- 
ing, pulling, running to and fro, all re- 
sult in such violent exercise that in the 
stiflingly close quarters where the arti- 
ficial temperature has risen to 100 de- 
grees or more, the men working the 
guns, shirtless, bareheaded, sometimes 
•without shoes, are bathed in the must 
profuse perspiration.

vocation and feeling the dignity of em- 
bryo electricians. 


If the admiral or commodore, or who- 


ever may be in charge, is wounded se- 
riously, his lleet captain Immediately 
assumes command. In turn, if that offi- 
cer becomes incapacitated, then the next 
ranking captain becomes the leader. If 
that ofiicer, in succession, is obliged to 
quit his post or dies among his men, 
then the next ranking captain or com- 
mander or lieutenant commander, as 
the case may be, takes charge of the 
licet and directs its operations and ma- 
neuvers. 


While the officers are all masters of 


seamanship and gunnery and are capa- 
ble of devising new and original means 
of attack and defense, it would be un- 
fair to ignore the humble gunner, upon 
whom much dependence is placed. He 
directs the shot, the lowering or raising 
or swing of the gun, and when it is at 
the exact position he announces the 
fact to the officer in charge, who gives 
the command to fire. But there are 
necessarily variations from rules of 
procedure in the heat of battle. The 
action is episodic. Most dependence is 
given to the range finder. Its complete 
name is the "range, position and de- 
pression finder." Apropos of the sub- 
ject, it may be stated that the govern- 
ment some months ago contracted for 
the placing of range finders at all the 
principal seaports of the country. Shore 
practice consists in plotting ths waters 
of the adjacent bay, lake or sea into im- 
aginary squares, each of which is num- 
bered. Then the gunner, supposing an 
enemy to be located on one of those 
squares, fires at the spot. The result 
of this trial shooting is that we are rap- 
idly creating gunners of experience. 


At sea, when the vessel is in motion, 


the base is fixed and measured upon 
the deck. A telescope is placed at both 


So while the admiral, the commodore, 


the captain and all the officers gain 
the credit or assume the responsibility 
of either victory or defeat the sailor 
who has risen above his primitive grade 
to that of a petty officer is deserving of 
much commendation for the part he 
plays in the few hours' turmoil when 
the belching flame and whizzing balls, 
the shriek of shells and the rattling din 
of Catlings, intermingled with the pep- 
pery report of rifles, are settling the 
question of naval supremacy or dem- 
onstrating the weakness of iron walls 
and stone casemates against modern 
projectiles forced with tremendous pow- 
er and traveling with almost incredible 
speed.

Coal For War Vessels,. 


If the present war lasts for a year, it 


is expected by the navy department 
that at least 1,000,000 tons of coal will 
be used by our waiships% Last year the 
consumption was only' 138,318 
tons, 


which cost $656,000. The case is very 
different now, when every vessel is in 
commission and hundreds of auxiliary 
craft are added. 


The navy has to pay all sorts of prices 


for coal, varying from $1.90 to §18 per 
ton, the latter being the price at cer- 
tain South American ports. 


Before the war began it cost the gov- 


ernment $2.90 per ton at Key West, 
whereas the price has since risen to 
$3.50. 


Two steel piers are being built by the 


navy department for coaling purposes 
at the Dry Tortugas, each of them 314 
feet long, and also two steel sheds, each 
capable of containing 10,000 tons of coal. 
These sheds will be equipped with the 
latest hoisting apparatus, which is able 
to handle the coal in enormous quanti- 


i ties. Giant shovels, each holding two

Seal idea. If they did not dash and fire 
and stab, the enemy would. It is all a 
"trick of the trade." How does the ship 
fight in battle? What are the circum- 
stances and conditions surrounding her 
in the heat of contest? 
Possibly the 


foiiowing theoretical analysis may give 
some idea of a fight on the sea: 


There are two ships in our navy 


known distinctively as "armored cruis- 
ers," the New York and the Brooklyn. 
There ar.e several "protected cruisers," 
all these vessels being named after 
cities, as are also the "unprotected 
cruisers," and there are still others 
known simply as "cruisers." 


The armored cruiser Brooklyn, for in- 


stance, has a steel hull, an indicated 
horsepower of 18,76!), is propelled by 
twin screws and has a main battery of 
20 guns and a secondary battery of the 
same number. Her displacement is 9,215 
tons. She can make 20 knot?, which is 
more than 23 land miles, an huur. Pier 
cost was S2,9S6,000. In the main battery 
are eight 8 inch and twelve 5 inch rifles. 
In the secondary battery are twelve 6 
pounder rifles, four !• pounder and four 
Catlings. 


The Brooklyn is a model man-of-war, 


and as she carries practically all the 
types of guns that are found on the

least peculiarly instructive. That is, 
Bhe has tho guns, excepting the 13 inch, 
that are carrir-d by first class battle- 
chips, second class battleships, cruisers 
and gunboats. 


In case of immediate battle her main 


deck is, in the vernacular of the sea- 
man, "cleared for action." 
The deck 


below that, which was originally the 
gun deck, Is now known as the berth 
deck and is always kept in perfect or- 


magazine active preparations are made 
for the coming combat. Kegs of gun- 
powder and dynamite and packages of 
gun cotton, with piles of shells and oth- 
er projectiles, have been hoisted up the 
hatchway. 
There is no longer a line of 


men extending from the guns to the 
magazine ready to receive orders for 
further ammunition and execute them 
with great celerity, as there was in the 
days of the old frigates. Machinery of 
steam and hydraulic motive power fur- 
nishes the shells and even fires the 
guns. There are still, however, buckets 
of water for the swabbing of the guns 
and to mop away grime, powder and 
possibly blood. These are regularly 
placed in certain positions, while every 
man and officer has his distinct place 
and duty to perform. 


Quietly they all await the signal for 


firing from the commanding officer, who 
has through his communicating tubes 
ordered the engines to be slowed down 
or the speed to be increased, as suits 
the emergency. 
Down in the very 


bowels of the ship, under the glare of 
electric lights, the engineers, the fire- 
men, the stokers and the bilge cleaners 
are all hard at work, with little knowl- 
edge of what may be going on above 
them unless an exploding shell reaches 


the machinery, or an 8 inch projectile 
like that of Dewey's Baltimore at Ma- 
nilla brings death or overwhelming de- 
struction to them. 


Otherwise the fact of victory is soon 


shouted to them, and then they come up 
into the light of day to rejoice with 
their comrades. 


But of the battle who can tell? The 


ship is steaming along In an irregular 
ellipse, perhaps in concentric circles. 


the express purpose of watching this 
method of attack. Every big gun on 
the ship is now depressed, and a storm 
of iron hail belches from the muzzles, 
while the rapid fire guns and the rifle- 
men in the fighting top all direct their 
energies against this most dreaded of 
foes. Shooting at the molelike trail of 
the torpedo, it is struck and demolished. 
The missiles of destruction now begin 
to rain upon the torpedo boat. By some 
means she must be injured or crippled, 
and one lucky shell or ball in her ma- 
chinery or steering gear, will render her 
useless for the remainder of the en- 
gagement at least if it is not possible to 
sink or capture her. 


Then, to add to the horror of the situ- 


ation, there is the appalling smoke, for 
while smokeless powder is being placed 
on some of our war vessels its use is 
far from general, and the Spaniards do 
not seem to have any knowledge of it. 
So the deep pall of battle lowers, and 
there are lurid flames from blazing 
ships or burning forts to add a further 
element of massive dreadfulness. 
The 


mag.izine must be watched with wide 
open eyes, for single stray sparks would 
entail inntant annihilation. 


The risk of the enemy's shell pene- 


trating its chambers must perforce be 
<u.uuiHfu, bul uieitt cannot De a second's 
respite from eternal vigilance. 


A Galling or any other rapid fire gun 


is likely to become overheated and will 
then flre itself without even the action 
of the automatic movement, ,though this 
would necessarily continue its opera- 
tions. There is danger of explosion 
then, for the breach may become clog- 
ged, and while the ship would not be 
materially injured a half dozen men 
may be blown into fragments. If there 


'for half an hour or so. Then if the 
Brooklyn's crew has wrought 
havoc 


with the enemy and it is only a question 
of another short cannonading to end 
the struggle the men go back with joy- 
ous heartiness to complete the work. 
There are visions of prize money be- 
fore the eyes of Jack Tar as he re- 
turns to the guns with a song and as 
self satisfied a demeanor as if he were 
floor manager of a private "social" 
among his intimates at home. His al- 
lotment of prize money is sometimes a 
good figure too. 
For 
instance, the 


sailors of the New York, who captured 
the Pedro, will receive $132 each. 


If, on the contrary, there has not 


been any pronounced success, if there 
is neither captured nor destroyed ship 
and but little damage has been inflict- 
ed upon the enemy, if there is any 
doubt of ultimate victory, the man-of- 
war's man will give his trousers a 
petulant hitch ana go bacK to his duty 
not so cheerfully perhaps, but just as 
determinedly. 


The seaman who rolls the powder keg 


and trucks the big shell is only requir- 
ed to display ordinary intelligence. The 
man who swabs and primes and works 
the hoisting gear and other apparatus 
is merely giving evidence of strength 
and obedience to orders, but the gun- 
ner's mate and the seaman gunner are 
of trained experience, proud of their 


ends of that line, and the two lenses 
are focused upon the object against 
which the shot is to be fired. Then the 
observation is taken, a mathematical 
calculation is made, a reference to the 
book of tables is given, and the gun- 
ner immediately knows whether the 
cruiser or fort is 6% or 4% miles or any 
other distance away. The apparatus is 
so extremely sensitive and regulated 
to such a fine degree that by turning a 
key a gim weighing 100 tons or more 
can be instantly adjusted so that with 
a specified quantity o£ powder it will 
shoot a projectile of a given weight ex- 
actly the distance that the range finder 
has determined. The gunner must nec- 
essarily know the contents of the car- 
tridge, for that Is an essential factor in 
the solution of this problem. 
Then 


there must be allowances made for the 
resistance of the wind, which may be 
grpntpr or less; for the curvature of the 
earth and for the movement of the ob- 
ject if it is a ship or a body of cavalry 
on shore. The range finder is much 
more accurate than the human eye. 
Those used on • shore are attached to 
disappearing gun carriages, so that the 
enemy does not see the cannon, nor does 
the gunner view his target. B^it it Is 
not "shooting in the dark." Absolute 
reliability is assured, and the gunner 
feels that he is doing superior work aa 
he manipulates the delicate machine.

It takes a lot of coal to run a war- 


ship. At Rio de Janeiro recently the 
Oregon shipped 1,600 tons. Traveling at 
her ordinary cruising rate of 11 knots, 
she consumes about 75 tons in 24 hours, 
so that she could keep. going at this 
speed for 21 days, covering 5,544 knots, 
or 6,396 statute miles. 
TTnder forced 


draft the Oregon is capable of making 
nearly 17 knots, but her fuel consump- 
tion would run up to 250 tons every 24 
hours, and her supply would last her 
only six days. 


Every 43 tons taken on board sinks 


her one Inch. 
The big cruiser New 


York can carry 1,200 tons of coal, and 
can make 13 knots burning 100 tons a 
day. Going at the rate of 21 knots, she 
uses more than three times that quan. 
tity.

Other countries understand this and 
purchase liberally. Our dynamite gun3 
are so far ahead of the rest of the world 
that they practically stand alone. Ask 
tli- struggling Cubans about the de- 
structiveness of theso guns. The au- 
tomobile torpedoes made in the United 
Stales after the Whitehead pattern are 
so much more effeot've than the origi- 
nal that the English and Austrian man- 
ufacturers are despondent. Our dirigi- 
ble torpedoes eclipse everything of tha 
kind in Europe and! are being sought 
after by foreigners. 


Everything is produced here. Noth- 


ing is lacking, from hard tack to 13 
inch guns and from armor piercing 
shells to a simple lanyard, and great 
credit is due to American genius and 
enterprise and capital, which should be 
patronized in preference to ail others. 


While this government has been of 


late buying vessels for the navy to meet 
an emergency nobody questions our 
ability to build warships as good as the 
best. Our shipyards are well equipped 
to turn out fast and powerful fighting 
ships, and while we are' congratulating 
ourselves on this grand showing thosa 
in authority should remember that we

Our War Against the Pirates, 
The Mediterranean sea less than lofl 


years ago was infested with pirates, 
who took into captivity the ships and 
crews of such nations as had not in 
some way made peace with or paid 
tribute to the Barbary powers. Several 
American vessels suffered at the hands 
of these buccaneers, and at one time in 
a single cruise ten of our vessels wers 
captured, and in November, 1793, tha 
number of American prisoners at Al- 
giers was 115. 


To the dey of Algiers the United 


States, like other powers, paid enor- 
mous tribute, and to fulfill one treaty it 
cost nearly $1,000,000. In 1738, having 
fallen behind in our payments of trib- 
ute, we sent four armed vessels to tha 
dey for arrearages, and our consul, in 
presenting these gifts, was forced to 
kiss the hand of the piratical poten- 
tate. 


The cost of buying freedom for our 


'-hips from the Barbary powers had 


i -mounted in 1801 to more than $2,000,. 
' cdO. 


The United States finally made up its 


mind that this was a condition which 
no longer could be endured. 


On the 14th of May, 1801, after re- 


peated insults and demands, the pasha 
of Tripoli cut down the flagstaff of tha 
American consulate in Tripoli and noti- 
fied the consul that he declared war. 


Under Commodore Dale the Enter- 


prise left Hampton Roads and arrived 
at Gibraltar at the beginning of July, 
1801. It appeared off Tripoli and Tunis 
before the pirates of the Mediterranean 
had any thought of such a visitor anil 
met the Tripolitan corsair, the Tripoli, 
and left it after an engagement of thie^ 
hours a complete wreck, having lolled 
or wounded 20 of the men and escapins 
with every man of its own crew un- 
harmed. This was the real beginnir.j 
of the war with Tripoli. 


President Jefferson was disinclined 'i 


engage further in hostilities without n • 
act of congress notwithstanding Ti.- 
oli had declared war. Although snrr< - 
thing was done against the piratical 
powers in 1801 and 1S02, nothing in the 
way of actual, elaborate war was again 
on until 1804, congress having passed 
an act two years before which was vir-. 
tually a declaration of war. 


Commodore Preble in 1S03 left for tha 


Mediterranean with a new squadron of 
two frigates, 
two brigs and three 


schooners. By an accident one of his 
best ships fell into the enemy's hands, 
| hut he afterward found opportunity t(r 
i destroy this vessel and deprive the en- 


i emy of its use.

On the 25th of July, 1804, after much 


' wandering up and down the waters of 
i th.i Mediterranean, Commodore Preble's 
| entire squadron took its station befon 
Tripoli, and with the bombardment ol 
the capital on the "(i of August began 
a series of engagements that, developed 
an energy and a heroism in the Ameri- 
can navy which were the admiration of 
the world. It was here that the famous 
Constitution did such effective work. 
Before the end of the year the Tripoli- 
tans were glad to make terms with this 
country, and the treaty then established 
ended forever piratical assaults on 
American commerce by the Barbary. 
powers.

form having been the cause of many ac- 
cidents. 


Gangway has been handed down from 


the days of the ancient galley of the

mans, it having been a board which ran 
along the whole length, serving as a 
passage for the rowers to and fro«,, 


their seats. It was also used as a rest- 
ing place for the mast and sail when 
not In use. 


Lubber, a nautical term of derision. Is 


from the Dutch, meaning; a lazy, cow- 
ardly fellow. 


The title captain Is not a naval nut 


a military ono. Originally the real cap- 
tain of a ship was a "master." A mili- 
tary offlcor <vas placed on board, though 
he knew nothing of nautical matters. 
Gradually his importance Increased, 
while t}«>t nt thn master diminished 


proportionately, till at the present day 
the master's office is gradually becom- 
ing obsolete. Commodore comes from 
the Spanish "comendador." 


The cockpit, in the lowest part of the 


vessel below water, used during an ac- 
tion for the treatment of the wounded, 
is derived from the old days of the 
English sport of cockflghting, but this 
has been modernized and is now known 
as tho "flats"—why, no one cnn ex- 
plain. 


The peculiarity of so many portions 


of a ship's rigging bearing names de- 
rived from the trappings of * horse can 
only be accounted for from the fact that 
the early warships were manned by 
soldiers as well as sailors, the natural 
consequence V>elng that they (the sol- 
diers) adapted some of their terms to 
meet their fancy. Among the various 
ropes, etc., will be found bridles, whips, 
bits, stirrups and the like. 


In the early days of English naval or- 


ganization vessels of war had double 
crews, a military ono for fighting pur- 


poses and another of marines for navi- 
gating duties. In consequence a larg* 
number of English sea terms have a 
military origin. 


At that time the rank of admiral was 


unknown, and the chief officer of the 
squadron was called a constable, or jus- 
tice. The term admiral as now used is 
derived from the Arabic "amir" or 
"emir," a commander, as in "amir al 
bahr," commander of the sen.

Several hundred wore seated in iemi-oir- 
ular arrangement about the platform. 


The exercises began at 3 o'clock with 


prayer by Rev, J. H. Spencer. After a 
selection by the orchestra, Miss Daniels, 
superintendent of the hospital, read her 
report on the work of the year. This was 
very interesting and instructive, showing 
u detail the excellent work that the in- 
stitution is doing, and making a most 
satisfactory showing for the year, 


Dr. J. E. Hobbie delivered the address 


;o the graduating class and his words of 
advice and inspiration for the' life of 
necessary self-sacrifice but nntold use- 
fulness were thoroughly appreciated by 
•11. He dwelt npon the motives for the 
work and the results to modern life of 
the training which nurses of the present 
day receive. 


Kev. C. a. Jeannotte of the Notre Dame 
hurch was to have been the next speak- 
er but he was unavoidably kept away, 
and his place was taken by the assistant, 
Rav. Fr. Contois. He spoke of the relig- 
ious side of the nurse's work, and gave an 
excellent talk on the spirit that should 
animate those for whom the exercises 
were held. H« placed the work of the 
nune on the highest plane of moral bene- 
fit, and all that he said was most appro- 
priate and inspiring. 


The address of Mrs. C. H. Williams, 


president of the board of control, was the 
moat enjoyable feature of the day. 
It 


wan in connection with the presentation 
of diplomas, and waa a beautifully ex- 
pressed picture of nurses' work. It w»s in 
poetical form, ar.d was one of the most 
enjoyable productions that has ever 
graced public exercises in the city. 


After the presentation ot diplomas to 


the class, consisting ot Miss Sarah Clem- 
ent, Miss Alma Lanoue, Miss Carrie 
Fisher, Miss Jessie G. Foster, Miss Mar- 
garet F. Buckley and Miss Sarah Ger- 
trude Snyder, the exercises were closed 
with the singing of America. 


After the exercises the guests were in- 


vited to inspect the hospital buildings, 
and a very large number availed them- 
selves of the opportunity. Among the 
guests were three members of the Cohoes 
hospital board, who visited this institu- 
tion for hints for a building they are soon 
to erect and they expressed themselves as 
greatly pleased here. 


The graduating exercises will undoubt- 


edly be held hereafter in the middle of 
June, as this year, although in the past 
DO special season of the year has been set. 
The work of the training school is neces- 
sarily irregular, pupils entering at any 
time, and the last graduation was held 
last fall.

tho forms, 178 out of every 1,000 inhab-
